be composed of Negroes. 


The report, prepared by a 


University of Oregon research 
team at a cost of $26,000, was

courts. 


Incumbent James Coates had 


been an advocate of some Ore- 
gon Report recommendations, 
while incumbent Warren Bass 
had remained silent.

Progress Being Made 
In Study of Body Cells

All body tissues —nerves, 


bones, muscles, mucous mem- 
branes and skin —are made 
up of cells. Viewed through a 
light microscope, magnifying 
500 to 1,000 times, the typical 
cell resembles a blob of jelly 
containing a nucleus. W i t h 
new types of microscope, and 
especially the electron micro- 
scope with its magnifications 
up to one million times, the 
cell turns out to be almost as 
complicated as the h u m a n 
body itself. 


The nucleus has a nucleus 


of its own (the nucleolus) and 
contains chromosomes made 
up of the genes that deter- 
mine hereditary 
characteris- 


tics. The jelly or cytoplasm 
contains, among other things, 
enzymes for synthesizing var- 
ious proteins, the need for 
which is determined by desoxy- 
ribonuceleic acid (DNA). Just 
as the anatomists of ancient 
times described the organs of 
the body without understand- 
ing their functions, modern 
scientists are describing the 
various elements that make 
up the cell. Their function 
will not be understood until 
much more study has been 
done. 


in their functions. 


Incredible as it may seem, 


techniques have been devised 
whereby a single cell in living 
tissue can be killed. Acceler- 
ated motion pictures can be 
taken of the resulting reaction 
of the white blood cells and 
the neighboring cells. A study 
of the normal function of cells 
furthers our understanding of 
some diseases and conversely 
a study of diseased cells often 
helps us to discover their nor- 
mal function. 


In the last analysis all dis- 


eases are a result of changes 
—structural or functional—in 
our complex, incompletely un- 
derstood cells. The more we 
can learn about these changes 
the greater will be our prog- 
ress in conquering many puz- 
zling diseases.

zone, for nearly a month. 


U.S. batteries have fired as 


many as 10,000 shells at the 
North Vietnamese guns in a sin- 
gle day. 


This was 10 times as many as

were throwing at Con Thien. 


In addition, waves of U.S. 


bombers and fighter bombers 
dumped 600,000 pounds of high 
explosive on enemy positions. 


The American officers said it
